A spokesman for Jones & Laugh- 


lin also said the company will sub- 
mit an offer to the union later in 
the day. He said the offer sub- 
stantially will be the same as that 
offered by U. S- Steel earlier. That 
offer was rejected by the union. 


Before entering the meeting with 


U.S. Steel, McDonald was asked 
by a newsman if he at any time 
suggested to industry a plan for a 
guaranteed unemployment benefit 
fund. 


McDonald replied: 
"Our contract calls for wages— 


wages only. I will stand by the 
contract. I have talked to the steel 
companies only about a substantial 
wage increase." 


Before meeting with U.S. Steel, 


McDonald met privately with his 
negotiating teams. The meeting 
lasted only about a half hour and 
McDonald made no comment. 


Can Call Strike 


The big union is pushing for a 


wage settlement before Thursday 
midnight and is empowered by its 
wage policy committee to call a 
nationwide strike then if its de- 
mands for a substantial wage in- 
crease are not met. 


In an advertisement today in the

that its "substantial" offer would 
give workers average straight-time 
hourly earnings more than 10 cents 
higher than those provided by re 
cent increases in the automobile 
industry. 


The advertisement added tha 


the "spectacular" wage increases 
given company workers during the 
past 5\2 years had not been "even 
closely approached" by workers in 
any other major industry. The av 
erage hourly scale under the offe 
would provide earnings 74 cent

conference. He and President Eis- 
enhower had talked over the affair 
during a plane trip Monday night 
from Maine to Washington.

In reply to questions, the secre- 


tary said the government has not 
decided yet whether to stick to 
its demand that Russia pay the 
full cost of the plane and provide 
reparations for s e v e n crewmen 
who were wounded or injured in 
the crash landing.

Illinois House 
Defeats Bill 
To Curb Speed 


SPRINGFIELD. 111. Oft—The Illi- 


nois House today defeated a bill 
to fix passenger car speed limits 
on highways at 65 miles an hour 
in daytime and 55 at night. 


The proposal, which had passed 


the Senate, fell three votes shy of 
the 77 required for approval. There 
were 42 votes against it. 


Rep. C. R. (Butch) Ratcliffe (D- 


Beardstown) summed up the argu- 
ment of opponents when he said 
that the best answer was a nation- 
al speed limit or mechanical de- 
vices on cars to limit their speed. 


Rep. David Hunter (R-Rockford) 


in urging enactment of the legis- 
lation, said it was needed to cut 
the death rate on the highways. He 
said a state highway division re- 
port showed that 20.6 per cent of 
traffic deaths are caused by ex- 
cessive speed. 


Rep. Paul Powell (D-Vienna), 


who opposed the bill, told the law- 
makers they would be enacting a 
law that "90 per cent of you would 
break before you got home."

Insect 
Control 
Report 


Thin U the llth w«wklr bulletin 


on thn general insect situation in 
Illinois (fruit insect* exoepted). 
prepared by entomologist* o( the 
Illinois Natural History Survey, 
the University oC Illinois College 
of Agriculture, and cooperating 
agencies. These- bulletin* report 
current trends in the Insect nitu- 
ation and may require local 
modification, since weather con- 
dition* materially affect insect 
populations. 
CORN BORER: The cool weath- 


er of early June has greatly 
changed the corn borer situation 
throughout much of Illinois. A» 
mentioned in last week's release, 
borers did not develop during the 
10 days oJ cool weather. Therefore 
early-planted corn now has enough 
infestation to warrant spraying. 
Observe all early-planted 
fields 


carefully. 


Roughly, the section between a 


line from Champaign to Quincy 
and northward to a line from Joliet 
to Morrison is the area most in- 
volved this week (June 27). Here 
moth 
emergence 
is 
complete; 


moth flight and egg-laying are de- 
creasing rapidly. 


Examine field corn that is 45 


inches or more tall with leaves 
extended. If 75 per cent of the new 
leaves in the whorl show fresh 
feeding, consider treating if the 
average number of borer per plant 
exceeds five. Most of the corn 
planted before May 5 is in this 
classification and should be treat- 
ed. Corn planted between May 5 
and 10 may require treatment, but 
the need will vary with individual 
fields. In this area treatment 
should definitely be applied this 
week and early next week, but not 
until at least 80 per cent of the egg 
masses on all leaves on the plant 
hava already hatched. 


DDT at Hi pourds per acre i* 


recommended for corn borer con- 
trol. If you apply it with a ground 
sprayer, use 15 to 20 gallons of 
finished spray per acre. The spray 
on the top third of the plant does 
th« most good; have nozzlea »o 
arranged that the whorl and upper 
third of the plant receive most of 
the spray. If applications are to be 
made by airplajie, use at least 3 
gallons of finished spray per acre. 


In last week's release -we esti- 


mated that between 1 and 5 per 
cent of the entire acreage" in this 
area would require treatment. In 
many areas this estimate is still 
correct, but in others 15 per cent 
of the total acreage, or possibly 
more, may warrant treatment. 


In northern Illinois, north of a 


line from Joliet to Morrison, the 
situation is rather difficult to pre- 
dict. Moth emergence is almost 
complete, but a few moths utill re- 
main to emerge. Although much of 
the field corn is still not advanced 
enough for there to be cause for 
alarm, there are fields that exceed 
40 inches in height with leaves ex- 
tended, and moths will continue to 
lay eggs for another 10 days or 
more in this area. These most ad- 
vanced fields will definitely be in 
a susceptible stage of growth at 
that time. Examine all early- 
planted, well-advanced fields Care- 
fully for egg-laying and borer feed- 
ing this week. Maximum control 
will probably be obtained in. this 
area when treatments are applied 
between July 1 and July 10. 


Early-planted c a n n i n g sweet 


corn in central and northern Illi- 
nois will need protection from the 
borer. Very early-maturing varie- 
ties (75-day) planted the last of 
April or the first of'May should 
hava been treated the week of 
June 20, as tassels will soon ap- 
pear in these fields.

where they are beginning to feed 
on the new seedings of legumes. 


If hoppers have m i g r a t e d 


throughout hay fields, use aldrin 
or heptachlor at the rate of 2 
ounces per acre. Either can be ap- 
plied to within 15 days of harvest. 
while 30 days must elapse between 
treatment and harvest when diel- 
drin at V*. pound per acre is used 
and 40 days wtih toxaphene at l*i 
to 2 pounds per acre. These two 
insecticides are r e c o m m e n d e d 
where residues will not present a 
problem. 


CHINCH BUGS: In some in- 


maturity shall I cut oats for 
silage? A. I... Neumann and W.

Y E L L O W - STRIPED ARMY 


WORM: Brown worms with a yel- 
low strip* down each side of the 
back may be found feeding on corn 
leaves. Ordinarily of no conse- i 
quence. this pest can cause some 
damage when three or more are 
present on each stalk. Toxaphene 
at 2 pounds per acre should give 
adequate control if it is necessary 
to apply control measures. 


THRIPS: In some areas of south- 


ern Illinois, this pest is damaging 
corn. Damaged leaves take on a 
silver appearance. When the- dam- 
age is extremely severe, DDT at 
iy» pounds per acre may be used 
to control the thrips. 


TOMATO APHIDS: This pest is 


very severe on tomatoes and con- 
trol measures may be required. 
One quart of malathion per 100 
gallon* of water per acre should 
give adequate control. This insect 
spreads a disease known as toma- 
to mosaic. 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE: 


This pest is also abundant on to- 
matoes and may require a DDT 
treatment for control. This applies 
to 25 per cent of the commercially 
grown tomatoes, and a higher 
acreage may require treatment 
later. 


CAUTIONS: Before applying in- 


secticides, read the labels and fol- 
low all precautions carefully. It 
not only will insure personal safe- 
ty, but will also eliminate insecti- 
cide residue hazards.

Diet With More 
Milk Is Urged by

URBAN A — "Start now during 


National Dairy Month to increase 
the amount of milk in your diet," 
says Mrs. Barbara McGnth, Uni- 
versity of Illinois foods specialist. 


Milk is one of the best sources 


of calcium, which builds strong 
bones and teeth. Three to four 
cups of milk a day for children 
and two cups for adults provide a 
good supply of calcium. 


The easiest way to get your milk 


supply is to drink it. But if your 
family doesn't like to drink milk, 
brink it into the diet in other ways. 
For breakfast try baked goods 
made with milk or milk toast or I 
cereal cooked

chowder, creamed dishes and pud- 
dings are good -vays of using milk 
at other meals.

The 
ewes ate all of the chopped hay, j 
whereas the ewes eating baled hay | 
culled some of the coaiser stems j 
and grass. 


Howevei, after the lambs were 


born the ewes went through the 
original gate, lowering the palata- 
bility of the chopped hay and caus- 
ing some waste. The feeding gate 
was rebuilt so that the ewes could i 
get only their noses through, and j 
then it was necessary to pull the ! 
hay down to the gate or move the j 
self-feeder moie often.

As a matter of fact, there has been evidence over the 


months that this country does not want to nsk_war-to hole 
the coastal islands within Chiang Kai-shek's Nationalist fold 


The problem at all times has been how to let them g 


without doing great damage to Chiang's regime. At the best 
it is realized the loss of these islands would cast a dark cioua 
over his future. At the worst he could be tumbled out ot 
power at an early time.

The apparent goal is to get Chiang himself to agree to 


evacuation of the islands, as he did reluctantly in the case of 
the Tachens earlier in 1955.

This will not be easy, for Chiang's prestige is now heavily 


The ironic thing is that 
we are largely responsible for the fact that this is so. 


In the first years after Chiang fled to Formosa from the

It was at American insistence that he beefed up 
the coastal outposts.

BOISE, Idaho (#1 — The Idaho 


polio mass vaccination program — 
already postponed indefinitely — 
faced new delays today as state 
health authorities announced they 
had "lost confidence m the Salk 
vaccine." 


State Health 
Duector L. J. 


Peterson told newsmen that Idaho 
"will not eponsor another mass 
Inoculation program" because of 
new doubts about the effectiveness 
and safety of the \accme 


He told newsmen he holds the 


vaccine—together with its manu- 
facturing instructions — responsi- 
ble for a polio outbreak which has 
killed seven Idahoans and hos- 
pitalized "9 others since the mass 
immunization progiam was started 
in Apnl. 


But he added that the depart- 


ment does not blame the Cutter 
Laboratories, of Berkeley, Calif, 
which produced the vaccine used 
in Idaho, "because they were only 
carrying out the procedures out- 
lined by Dr. Salk " 


The reference was to Dr. Jonas 


Salk, developer of the antipolio 
vaccine. 


Ninety-seven polio cases have 


been reported in Idaho this jear, 
compared to 17 thiough June of 
last year. Of these, 20 cases oc- 
curred in vaccinated children and 
54 were associates of those who 
received the vaccine 


Peterson told reporters he felt 


top scientists should have come to 
Idaho because "this was the head- 
quarters of the biggest outbreak." 


He noted that Salk had declined 


th« department's invitation to come 
to Idaho.

coffe* growers. 


Brajrl used to sell us two-thirds 


of oar coffee. Now it sells ue less 
than half, and at least nine other 
Latin-American countries are fight- 
ing *or the United States coffee 
market. 


H. C. M. Case, University of Illi- 


nois farm ercnom.st, says this 
change has come as a result of 
the efforts of Brazilian growers to 
keep coffee prices high. 


On *. recent tnp through 11 Lat- 


in-American countries, he saw cof- 
fee land worth Si,000 an acre. 
When th» drop in coffee prices 
came, buyers of this high-priced 
land were hurt. 


Brazilian growers were some- 


what successful in keeping coffee 
price* high for a wnile, but the 
high prices made coffee growing 
attractive to other countries. This 
meant increased production. 


At the same time, high coffee 


prices in this country were respon- 
sible for coffee-stretching schemes 
that reduced the amount of coffee 
used. 


Put the two together, Case ex- 


plauis, and you have a supply that 
is much larger than the demand, 
and trade difficulties are created 
on an international basis. 


In Colombia an official suggest-
